landlords'*  Seek  negotiations, 

A  student  renter’s  guide 
booklet,  which  was  approved 
and  funded  by  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  last  April, 
is  apparently  coming  under 
fire  by  some  area  landlords. 

There  will  be  a  meeting 
Monday  of  the  Utah  County 
Apartment  Association, 

ASBYU  officers  and  the 
Ombudsman  to  discuss  the 
proposed  booklet,  said 
ASBYU  vice  president  Clark 
Richter,  former  president  of 
the  Student  Tenant 
Association  of  BYU. 

The  booklet  is  being 
compiled  by  the  Student 
Tenant  Association  and  is  to 
inform  and  educate  students 
as  to  their  rights  and 
responsibilities  as  tenants, 

Richter  said. 

The  booklet  would  also 
rate  the  apartment  complexes 
on  such  things  as  deposit 
return,  speedy  repairs  and 
parking  facilities.  Privacy, 
outside  lighting,  locks  and 
security  and  overall 
satisfaction  would  also  be 
rated, 

A  survey  was  taken  by 
BYU’s  Student  Tenant 
Association  asking  students 
who  live  in  the  different 
complexes  to  rate  the  above 
item.s  on  a  four-point  scale 
(A,  A-,  b*,  B  etc.),  Richter 
said. 

Apparently,  several 
apartment  owners  don’t  like 
the  idea  of  the  rating  system, 

Richter  said. 

Eugene  Metier,  president  of 
the  Apartment  Association, 
had  no  comment  about  the 
meeting  on  Monday. 

Richter  said  he  doesn’t 
want  to  alienate  the 
landlords,  but  rather  inform 
them  of  the  positive  aspects 
of  the  booklet  as  he  sees 
them.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Ford  urged  Israeli 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
on  Wednesday  to  take  steps 
“to  regain  momentum  toward 
a  negotiated  settlement  in  the 
Middle  East.” 

The  White  House  did  not 
specify  what  concessions  may 
have  been  asked  of  the  Israeli 
leader,  although  it  reiterated 
Ford’s  expressed 
determination  not  to  have  “a 
stalemate  in  the  peacemaking 
process.” 

The  mood  was  serious  as 
Ford  and  Rabin  conferred  for 
an  hour  and  45  minutes  in 
the  Oval  Office.  Lacking  were 
the  flashes  of  ceremony  and 
mutual  public  compliments 
that  marked  Ford’s  summit 
with  Egyptian  President 
Anwar  Sadat  last  week  in 
Salzburg,  Austria. 

A  terse  report  distributed 
by  Ron  Nessen,  the  White 
House  press  secretary,  said 
“the  talks  were  conducted  in 
the  spirit  of  frankness  and 
cordiality  which  has  long 
characterized  the  friendship 
between  the  United  States 
and  Israel.”  The  reference  to 


Yitzhak  Rabin  . . .  Israeli

“frankness”  is  a  diplomatic 
way  of  noting  differences 
between  the  two  sides. 

Israel  already  has  signaled 
its  willingness  to  settle  for 
something  less  than  a 
nonbeligerency  pledge  from 
Egypt  in  exchange  for  a 
partial  withdrawal  in  the

Moderate  temperatures  will  provide  a 
smooth  runoff  period  in  the  next  few  weeks 
above  the  8,000-foot  elevation,  unless  warm 
weather  and  rain  take  place  in  the  area. 

At  Utah  Lake,  the  water  table  is  high.  It  is 
unusual  at  this  point  in  the  summer.  The 
lake  is  expected  to  back  up  in  several  places 
because  of  the  swollen  rivers  that  use  the 
lake  as  an  outlet. 

The  lands  that  will  be  affected  are  pasture 
or  bottom  lands.  Draper  said  farmers  and 
property  owners  will  have  to  move  back 
animals  and  valuables  from  the  lakeshore 
spillover  and  move  them  back  until  the 
water  recedes. 

Gerry  Griffert  of  the  Uinta  National  Forest 
Service  said  the  flood  problem  is  beginning 
to  taper  off,  mainly  due  to  the  cool  weather 
in  the  mountains. 

She  cautioned  users  of  the  rivers 
throughout  the  county  that  there  is  danger 
of  flooding  and  swift  currents.” 

“There’s  a  lot  of  snow  still  up  there,  she 
said.  She  expressed  a  concern  about  a  “quick 
hotspell”  and  added  that  several 
campgrounds  up  Diamond  Fork  Canyon  are 
still  closed. 

A  Utah  Highway  Department  spokesman 
said  there  is  no  real  problem  or  threat  of 
highway  flooding  on  the  state  roads.  He  said 
the  Vivian  Park  area  in  Provo  Canyon  had 
water  near  the  highway,  but  it  is  receding. 

He  said,  “The.  next  five  or  six  days  will  be 
the  key  to  the  flood  control  problem  in  the 
area.” 

In  American  Fork  major  flooding 
problems  took  place  near  the  boat  harbor 
and  the  golf  course  during  the  weekend.  . 

The  National  Guard  detachment  of 
American  Fork  built  a  temporary  bridge 
linking  the  boat  harbor  road  with  dock 
facilities. 

A  spokesman  for  Tri-Cities  Golf  Course 
said  the  flood  problem  that  occurred  over 
the  weekend  has  been  corrected.  “The  water 
has  receded,”  she  said.  A  creek  connecting 
with  American  Fork  Canyon  runoff  runs 
parallel  through  the  course.

Elizabeth  Brockbank,  clinical 
coordinator  of  Obstetrics, 
Nursery  and  Gynecology,  the 
previous  record  was  402  in 
July  of  last  year. 

As  of  Tuesday,  said  Mrs. 
Brockbank,  “we  are  103 
births  ahead  of  last  year.” 

Two  possible  reasons  for 
such  a  large  number  of  births, 
according  to  Mrs.  Brockbank, 
are  that  babies  are  coming  to 


older  mothers  and  parents  are 
having  larger  families.  “This 
can  probably  be  related  to 
the  LDS  Church’s  position  on 
the  family,”  she  said. 

“We  have  found  that 
although  there  are  many 
married  students  at  BYU  who 
have  their  children  at  our 
hospital,  there  are  many 
community  people  who  also 
have  their  babies  here,”  she 
said. 

“Our  peak  month  last  year 
was  when  the  largest  number 
of  BYU  students  were  not  in 
Provo,”  she  said. 

She  explained  that  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  delivers  more 
babies  for  its  size  “than  any 


“During  May,  27  babies 
were  born  in  24  hours  here,” 
she  said. 

“We  have  54  cribs  in  the 
nursery,”  she  said,  “but  we 
can  put  as  many  as  62  babies 
in  there  with  our  special 
cardboard  boxes.” 

“Mothers  come  from  far 
away  to  have  their  babies 
because  they  like  the  doctors 
and  because  the  infant 
mortality  rate  here  is  among 
the  lowest  in  the  nation,”  she 
said. 

“The  national  rate  is  16.1 
infant  deaths  per  1,000  born 
and  here  it  is  .84  per  1,000.”

Elder  Faust  says

Pure  Christianity  is  not 
repressive,  but  the  most 
liberating  to  the  human  soul 
of  all  of  the  forces  at  work  in 
the  world,  said  Elder  James 
E.  Faust  at  Tuesday’s 
devotional. 

“For  the  past  decade, 
students  have  been  doing 
what  they  have  been  doing 
for  centuries,  examining  and 
challenging  their  values. 
During  the  past  ten  years,  it 
has  been  done,  however,  with 
greater  fervor,”  said  Elder 
Faust,  an  Assistant  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve. 

“Repression  and  liberation 
have  been  their  dominant 
themes,  both  religiously  and 
politically,”  he  added. 

Quoting  from  Henry  Ward 
Beecher,  Elder  Faust  said, 
“There  is  no  liberty  to  men 
whose  passions  are  stronger 
than  their  religious  beliefs; 
there  is  no  liberty  to  men 
who  know  not  how  to  govern 
themselves.” 

Elder  Faust  said  there  have 
been  too  many  people  in  the 


past  few  years  who  have 
intent  upon  seeking 


and 


claiming  rights,  rather  than 
respecting  them.  “They 
ignore  the  fact  that  with 
every  right  there  is  a 
corresponding  duty.” 

“I  am  a  lover  of  my  own 
liberty  and  so  I  would  do 
nothing  to  restrict  yours,” 
Elder  Faust  said,  quoting 
Mahatma  Ghandi. 

Then  Elder  Faust  said, 
“speaking  of  your  generation, 
Harry  Emerson  Fosdick  said, 
“Many  of  them  are  brought 
up  to  think  that  goodness 
means  repression.  All  through 
their  maturing  youth,  they 
keep  coming  upon  new 
powers,  new  passions,  new 
ambitions,  and  they  are  told 
that  these  must  be  repressed.’ 

“  ‘At  first  they  docilely 
accept  the  negative  idea. 
They  try  to  be  good  by 
saying  ‘no’  to  their  surging 
life,  and  one  day  they  grow 
so  utterly  weary  of  this  same 
negative  repressive  goodness 
that  they  can  tolerate  it  no 
longer  and  they  start  out  to 
be  free.’ 

“They  become  wild  and 
self-indulgent,  only  to  find 
the  road,  not  to  freedom,  but 
to  slavery,  with  habits  that 
bind  them  and  diseases  that 


curse  them  and  blasted 
reputations  that  ruin  them.”  ’ 

Speaking  of  his 
mother-in-law,  Elder  Faust 
said,  “she  was  a  twin,  born 
into  a  family  of  23  children.” 

Because  she  was  gifted  in 
caring  for  children,  she  was 
taken  out  of  school  at  an 
early  grade  and  given  the 
necessary  task  of  tending  her 
younger  brothers  and  sisters, 
he  explained. 

“It  used  to  pull  my  heart 
strings  out,”  Elder  Faust  said, 
“to  watch  her  laboriously 
write  a  letter.  But  she  was 
liberated  and  fully 
emancipated,  because  she 
graduated  summa  cum  laude 
in  spirituality.  She  knew

$25,”  Madsen  says,  “but 
because  of  the  participation

In  order  to  qualify  for 
attorney  services,  interviews 
with  a  representative  from 
the  Ombudsman’s  Office  are 
required. 

“We’re  not  attorneys,  and 
we  don’t  profess  to  be,” 
Madsen  said.  “But  we  do 
want  to  make  sure  it’s 
necessary  to  call  an  attorney 
before  we  do  so.” 

The  third  division  of  the 
office  is  consumer  services, 
directed  by  Richard 
Frandsen.  According  to 
Madsen,  this  division  acts  as  a 
form  of  Better  Business 
Bureau  in  Provo  and  Orem, 
since  no  such  bureau  actually 
exists.  This  division,  he  says, 
mediates  problems  between 
students  and  local  merchants. 
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The  Utah  County  Crisis 
Line  is  looking  for  more 
volunteers  to  man  telephones 
and  give  aid  to  callers  with 
problems,  according  to  the 
Crisis  Line  director. 

Dave  Hubbard  said  a 
meeting  will  be  held 
Thursday  at  8  p.m.  in  the 
Utah  County  Building  for 
persons  interested  in 
volunteering  five  to  10  hours 
a  week. 

‘‘There  are  no 
qualifications  other  than  a 
genuine  interest  in  people  to 
work  on  the  Crisis  Line,” 
Hubbard  said.  “We’re  not 
professional  counselors,  but 
rather  a  referral  service  to 
other  organizations  who  may 
be  able  to  give  professional 
help,”  he  added. 

Calls  ranging  from  possible 
suicide  to  drug  and  family 
problems  are  handled  by 
Crisis  Line  personnel, 
Hubbard  said.

Interest  shifts, 
pros  to  college 


KANSAS  CITY  (AP)  - 
Walter  Byers,  executive 
director  of  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic 
Association,  said  Tuesday  he 
feds  interest  in  professional 
spirts  has  peaked  and  college 
sports  are  even  more  in 
demand  now,  particularly  by 
the  television  networks. 

“There  are  signals  that 
spectator  attendance  and 
interest  is  shifting  away  from 
the  pros  and  more  toward  the 
colleges,”  Byers  said.  “There 
has  been  tremendous  interest 
in  college  sports  on  television 
and  our  NCAA  basketball 
tournament  was  in  the  top 
three  of  the  ratings.  There 
was  more  interest  in  it  than  in 
professional  basketball.” 

Byers  told  100  members  of 
the  Associated  Press  Sports 
Editors  Convention  that 
spectator  attendance  had 
increased  83.5  per  cent  at 
collegiate  football  games  in 
the  past  20  years.  He  said 
there  was  a  drop  of  one-tenth 
of  one  per  cent  last  year,  and 
attributed  it  to  the  economy 
more  than  a  drop  in  interest. 


On  other  subjects,  Byers 
said,  “I  believe  major  moves 
will  be  made  economically,” 
when  a  special  NCAA  session 
convenes  in  Chicago  in 
August.

Pihl  on  to  competition

The  1975  track  and  field  campaign 
has  ended  for  most  BYU  tracksters,  but 
the  competition  will  continue  all  year 
long  for  Raimo  Pihl. 

The  two-time  NCAA  decathlon 
champion  finished  his  track  career  at 
BYU  a  winner  last  week  with  a  new 
NCAA  meet  record  of  8,079  points. 

For  the  handsome,  brown-haired 
Swede,  the  track  season  will  pick  up 
again  Monday  when  he  will  compete  for 
his  local  track  club  in  the  javelin  at  the 
Stockholm  Championships. 


Second  in  Sweden 

Raimo  returns  to  his  country  Friday 
number  2  man  in  the  decathlon.  He 
ranks  second  behind  Swedish 
record-holder  Lennart  Hedemark,  who 
has  amassed  8,188  points. 

For  Raimo,  competition  in  the 
decathlon  began  when  he  was  in  Sweden 
at  age  18,  though  he  didn’t  start 
seriously  training  for  the  event  until 
1972  at  BYU. 

“The  first  time  I  tried  the  decathlon,  I 
won  5,400  points.  I  thought  that  was 
pretty  good  for  never  training,”  he 
mused. 

Raimo  explained  that  there  weren’t 
many  good  younger  Swedish  athletes 
and  his  marks  in  the  javelin  and 
decathlon  were  good  enough  to  make 
the  Swedish  Junior  team. 

“I  did  6,400  points  in  one 
competition  with  them,”  Raimo  said, 
but  continued  in  the  javelin  as  his  main 
event. 


“He  looked  on  a  list  and  liked  my 
marks  and  approached  me  about 
attending  BYU.  I  had  never  traveled 
much,  so  I  was  pleased  to  accept  the 
offer  and  the  next  day  we  filled  out  an 
application  to  send  to  the  school.” 

Raimo  entered  BYU  in  the  fall  of 
1970. 

“The  school  system  is  very  different 
in  America,”  Raimo  described.  “If  I 
hadn’t  had  so  many  people  helping  me 
find  my  way  around,  I  would  have  been 
lost.” 

“Everything  was  so  new  and  different 
it  almost  broke  me  down,”  he  said.  “I 
had  a  hard  time, sleeping  and  only  slept 
three  to  four  hours  the  first  month, 
while  I  continued  to  train. 

“Finally,  Marv  gave  me  a  sleeping  pill 
and  I  slept  all  the  way  from  7  p.m.  to 
10  a.m.  the  next  morning.  I  never  had 
problems  after  that.” 


Raimo,  he  improved  his  time  in  the  440 
from  52.9  to  48.9  in  just  two  months. 

Raimo’s  running  efforts  caught  Coach 
Robison’s  eye  and  the  BYU  mentor 
entered  him  in  the  decathlon  at  Logan 
just  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
Swede  responded  with  6,800  points. 


Recruited  in  1971 

Raimo’s  first  exposure  to  BYU  came 
through  track  trainer  Marv  Bateman  in 
1971,  who  was  on  a  recruiting  tour 
through  Europe. 


BYU  ‘Friendly’ 

Raimo  also  described  the  BYU  as  a 
very  friendly  place.  “When  I  first  came  I 
noticed  everyone  smiled  and  said  ‘hi’ 
even  though  they  didn’t  know  me.  In 
Sweden  if  they  do  this,  they  think  you 
are  from  the  crazy  house.” 

Originally  recruited  for  his  ability  to 
throw  the  javelin,  Raimo  hurt  his  arm  in 
a  meet  in  Logan  in  1971 ,  just  before  the 
WAC  championships, 

“I  thought  I  was  through,  but  Robbie 
(Coach  Clarence  Robison)  gave  me  a 
boost  by  letting  me  keep  my 
scholarship. 

“I  did  lousy  the  next  year  and  after  a 
meet  in  Boulder,  Colo.,  when  I  hurt  the 
arm  again,  I  nearly  went  crazy.  I  ran 
220’s  until  I  couldn’t  see  or  hear. 

“I  would  go  out  to  the  track  and  run 
behind  world  class  intermediate  hurdler 
Ralph  Mann,  until  my  legs  felt  like 
lactic  acid.” 

Running  with  Mann  paid  off  for 


1973  decathlon  winner 

By  continually  training  four  to  five 
hours  daily,  Raimo  returned  from 
Sweden  in  1973  to  win  the  NCAA 
decathlon  title  with  7,782  points. 

In  the  summer  of  1973,  while 
competing  in  the  European  Cup,  Raimo 
first  caught  sight  of  the  girl  who  was  to 
become  his  wife. 

Helena  was  representing  Sweden  at 
the  meet  in  the  women’s  pentathlon, 
which  is  five  events. 

Both  Raimo  and  Helena  agreed  that 
they  knew  when  they  first  met  that 
they  were  meant  to  be  married.  The 
couple  continued  to  see  each  other 
through  the  summer  until  Raimo 
returned  to  BYU  at  which  time 
relationship  was  relegated  to  letter 
writing. 

Out  in  1974 

Raimo  didn’t  compete  in  1974 
because  of  a  rule  that  made  everyone 
ineligible  to  compete  after  a  specific 
age.  The  rule  was  later  repealed  and 
Raimo  returned  to  the  Y  to  compete  in 
1975  with  Helena  as  his  wife. 

He  said  after  his  record  shot  put, 
Raimo  went  on  to  post  a  personal  best 
in  the  high  jump  at  6  foot  7-1/8  inches 
and  set  a  first  day  NCAA  record.  “The 
shot  put  felt  so  fight  and  after  throwing 
it  so  well,  I  was  psyched  up  for  the  high 
jump  and  400  meters.”  He  ran  the  latter 
in  49.2,  the  best  time  of  the  evening. 

Raimo  said  he  has  enjoyed  training  in 
the  U.S.  “The  U.S.  has  the  best  training 
facilities  in  the  world.  And  BYU  has 
very  fine  facilities.”

Eighty  BYU  survival 
students  are  to  participate  in 
the  filming  of  a  KUTV  news 
special  on  survival  skills  June 
23-25. 

The  group  will  leave  today 
for  a  28-day  field  outing  in 
Southern  Utah.  KUTV 
cameras  will  join  them  the 
23rd  in  the  Escalante  and 
Boulder  Mountain  area  for 
three  days  of  filming  during 
the  “survival  week  phase”  of 
the  program. 

Doug  Nelson,  supervisor  in 
charge  of  coordinating 
survival  activities,  said  this 
phase  consists  of  student 
demonstration  of  primitive 
fire -  building  and 
basket-weaving  skills,  shelter 
construction,  use  of  traps  and 
snares,  pottery  molding,  and 
plant  identification. 
“Rapelling  activities  will  also 
be  filmed,”  he  said. 

According  to  Brink 
Chipman,  assignment  editor 
of  KUTV  news,  inserts  of  the 
film  will  be  used  in  a  news 
special  to  include  areas  of 
Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming.

Academics  voices  fall  plans

The  book  swap  and  the 
college  bowl  will  be  back 
again  next  fall,  if  BYU 
Academics  Office  plans  go  as 
scheduled. 

Both  Harry  Reasoner, 
well-known  journalist,  and 
Aaron  Copeland,  renowned 
American  composer,  may 
finally  make  it  to  the  campus. 

Those  were  the  opinions 
and  projections  voiced  by 
Mark  Harmon,  ASBYU 
Academics  vice  president,  in 
an  interview  with  the 
Universe. 

“We  will  conduct  a  small 
book  swap  at  the  end  of  the 
summer  term  to  see  how  it 
goes  and  to  project  our  needs 
for  a  bigger  one  between  fall 
and  winter  semesters,” 
Harmon  said.  He  said  that  a 
large-scale,  well-publicized 
book  swap  would  “be 
extremely  advantageous”  in 
saving  students’  money. 

The  College  Bowl  program 
has  met  with  .  favorable 
student  reaction  in  the  past, 
according  to  Harmon,  and  he 
said  he  favors  its  continuance 
as  an  Academics  Office 
program. 

College  Bowl  is  a  quiz 
contest  in  which  student 
teams  attempt  to  answer 
questions  submitted  by 
professors. 

Harmon  said  that  Reasoner 
was  scheduled  to  appear  last 


year  at  BYU,  but  bad  weather 
forced  cancellation  of  the 
appointment.  Copeland  had 
been  cleared  by  the 
administration  last  year,  he 
said,  but  a  date  had  never 
been  finalized. 

“We’re  pretty  sure  they’ll 
be  back,”  Harmon  continued. 
“They’ve  both  been  cleared 
again,  and  we’re  planning  on 
setting  up  dates  with  them. 
Reasoner  indicated  last  year 
his  desire  to  make  up  the 
missed  appointment.” 

Harmon  also  said  that  his 
office  is  in  the  process  of 
“getting  names  of  other 
speakers  and  getting  them 
cleared.”  he  said  he  favored 
co-sponsoring  speakers  with 
the  individual  colleges  to 


allow  for  more  speakers  and 
more  specialized  topics. 

Other  projects  the  office  is 
working  on  include, 
according  to  Harmon: 

-Work  with  Marion  J. 
Bentley,  assistant  dean  for 
general  education,  on  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  general 
education  requirements.  A 
committee  of  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office  is  charged 
with  providing  student  input 
to  the  administration,  and  the 
office  is  also  in  charge  of 
informing  students  of  changes 
in  general  education 
requirements  when  the 
changes  are  finalized.

The  Department  of  Family  Economics  and 
Home  Management  and  the  College  of 
Business  will  be  sponsoring  a  workshop  on 
Management  Theory  Monday  through  June 
19. 

The  workshop  will  provide  an  intensive 
four-day  experience  in  the  fundamentals  of 
scientific  explanation,  and  the  use  of  the 
systems  theory  and  analysis  as  tools  for 
understanding  the  developing  theory  of 
goal-oriented  behavior  in  families. 

According  to  Dr.  Kay  P.  Edwards, 
associate  professor  of  family  economics  and 
home  management,  each  participant  will  be 
expected  to  apply  the  material  provided  in 
the  workshop  in  a  theory  development  paper 
covering  some  aspect  of  family  system 
managerial  behavior. 

Students  who  would  like  to  register  for 
credit  should  obtain  a  registration  form  from 
the  Department  of  Family  Economics  and 
Home  Management.  Those  who  wish  may 
audit  the  workshop,  also. 

The  main  event  of  the  workshop  will  be  a 
special  speaker,  Dr.  C.  West  Churchman, 


‘according  to  Dr.  Edwards!  Dr.  Churchman  is 
a  professor  of  business  administration  and 
research  philosopher  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley. 

Dr.  Churchman  received  his  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  symbolic 
logic  and  after  accepting  the  position  of 
instructor  in  philosophy  at  the  University, 
wrote  ;a  basic  text  called  “Elements  of 
Logic.”  He  has  also  taught  courses  in  the 
methodology  of  the  formal  and  non-formal 
-  sciences. 

In  1957  he  went  to  the  School  of  Business 
Administration  at  the  University  of 
California,  where  he  initiated  a  Masters  and 
Ph.D.  program  in  operations  research  and 
helped  found  the  Center  for  Research  in 
Management  Science. 

Dr.  Churchman  was  also  an  editor-in-chief 
of  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Management 
Science.  He  has  also  edited  a  number  of 
journals  in  systems  design. 

Dr.  Churchman  will  be  speaking  on 
Management  Theory  in  the  Family  System. 
Dr.  Edwards  will  be  lecturing  on  the  subject, 
also.

Budget  for  Conferences 
attract  many 


Orem  city 
discussed

Under  the  direction  of  Ray 
A.  Petersen,  the  Health 
Science  Department  is 
offering  a  two  year  associate 
of  arts  degree  in  public 
health.  The  program  is 
primarily  for  Indian  students. 

BYU  has  become 
recognized  for  its  extensive 
Indian  Education  program, 
with  more  than  500  students 
representing  71  tribes  and  32 
states,  said  Petersen. 

The  associate  of  arts  degree 
now  being  offered  to  the 
Indian  students  will  have 
specialty  areas  in  alcoholism, 
mental  health,  nutrition  and 
sanitation,  Petersen  said. 

“This  program  has  two 
dovetailing  major  objectives. 
One  is  to  provide  the  Indian 
students  attending  BYU  the 
opportunity  to  pursue  a 
two-year  degree  in  a 
meaningful  area  of 
employment  opportunity,” 
Petersen  said. 


Associate  degree  program  will 
have  a  blend  of  both,  Slater 
said. 

One  aspect  of  the  associate 
of  arts  degree  is  the  student 
placement  program.  Contact 
is  made  with  tribal  leaders  to 
place  students  in  the 
reservations  on  a  temporary 
basis  as  interns. 

“Tribal  leaders  in  eight 
different  states  have  been 
contacted  about  the  program 
and  every  response  has  been 
favorable,”  Slater  said.  “The 
practical  experience  that  the 
students  gain  is  very  valuable 
to  them  and  is  a  basic  part  of 
the  program.” 

Many  of  the  Indian  leaders 
want  their  own  people  to 
work  with  them.  The 
emphasis  of  the  program  is  to 
train  the  students  to  work 
with  people  of  their  own 
culture.  For  this  reason  the 
placement  program  becomes 
very  valuable,  Slater  said. 


The  student  with  the 
associate  degree  is  able  to  get 
closer  to  the  people  and 
establish  rapport  with  them, 
where  as  the  professional 
often  can’t.  He  can  become 
an  advocate  to  the  people  to 
get  professional  help  if  they 
need  it,  Slater  said. 

The  program  will  include  at 
least  64  hours  with  32  hours 
fulfilling  general  education 
requirements  and  32  hours 
devoted  to  public  health 
curriculum. 

Approximately  20  hours  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  core 
classes  and  1 2  hours  will  be  in 
one  of  the  four  specialty 
areas. 

When  students  finally 
receive  a  position  on  the 
reservation,  they  will  have 
opportunities  for  service  as 
Health  Workers,  Social 
Workers  or  in  various 
teaching  positions,  Petersen 
said.

The  projection  screen  used  for  special  presentations  in  the 
Marriott  Center  fell  to  the  playing  floor  when  it  was  being 
lowered  during  a  safety  inspection  Monday  afternoon. 

The  screen  fell  only  about  10  feet  but  made  a  loud 
crashing  noise  when  the  chains  holding  it  snapped.  “I 
thought  it  was  the  elevator  at  first  when  I  heard  the  crash,” 
fsaid  Steve  Robbins,  a  part-time  employe.  “Y ou  could  hear  it 
all  over  the  building.” 

According  to  Scott  Williams,  Marriott  Center  manager, 
there  was  damage  done  to  both  the  floor  and  the  screen. 

Carpenter  Lee  Shoell  from  the  Physical  Plant  reported  the 
damage  to  the  floor  was  not  extensive.  “One  board  had  the 
tongue  broken  off,”  he  said,  “and  the  floor  was  a  little 
buckled.”  Two  boards  were  replaced  on  the  floor. 

Workers  said  that  since  the  basketball  floor  is  a  floating 
floor,  supported  only  on  the  sides  by  concrete,  the  impact  of 
the  fall  was  lessened. 

Phil  Williams,  the  safety  inspector  from  the  electric  shop 
stated  that  the  screen  damage  was  also  minor.  He  said  the 
frame  was  bent  up  and  the  screen  was  punctured  on  one  side 
because  of  the  angle  of  the  fall. 

Marriott  Center  employes  emphasized  that  the  building  is 
regularly  inspected  for  safety  to  avoid  dangerous  situations. 

They  said  chances  of  the  screen  falling  by  itself  from  its 
perch  near  the  ceiling  are  very  small,  and  that  the  reason  it 
fell  this  time  was  because  the  chains  got  bound  up  in  the 
motor  when  it  was  being  lowered  to  the  ground. 

No  one  was  on  or  near  the  playing  floor  during  the 
inspection. 


A  public  hearing  was  held 
Tuesday  night  at  the  Orem 
City  Center  to  review  the 
tentative  city  budget  of  more 
than  $6  million  for  fiscal 
1976. 

Revenue  for  the  proposed 
budget  is  expected  to  come 
from  the  following  sources:

Bernice  Cox,  Orem  city 
librarian,  requested  an 
increase  of  over  $9,000  for 
the  Library  fund  in  order  to 
buy  more  books. 

The  fire  department 
requested  additional  funds 
for  more  firemen  which  were 
not  included  in  the  proposed 
budget. 

Money  allocated  for  parks 
and  public  works  was  also 
discussed  by  citizens  at  the 
hearing. 

The  City  Council  moved  to 
adopt  the  final  budget  in  two 
weeks,  on  June  24.

Slow  pace  set 


for  HEW  rules 


In  1972,  Congress  passed  a  law  known  as  Title  IX  of  the 
Education  Amendments  of  1972,  which  simply  states:  “No 
person  in  the  United  States  shall,  on  the  basis  of  sex,  be 
excluded  from  participation  in,  be  denied  benefits  of,  or  be 
subjected  to  discrimination  under  any  education  program  or 
activity  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance.” 

Exemptions  were  made  in  the  act  for  special 
circumstances,  but  the  law  read  that  way  in  1972  and  still 
reads  that  way  today. 

StiE,  the  law  found  in  HEW’s  Title  IX  is  not  enforced 
today-four  years  later-because  of  the  inability  of  HEW  to 
formulate  acceptable  regulations  to  be  used  in  determining 
violations  of  the  law. 

The  second  set  of  regulations  dealing  with  the  law  are  now 
in  Congress  awaiting  some  action  by  the  legislative  body.  If 
no  action  is  taken,  in  a  little  over  a  month  the  regulations 
will  take  effect.  But  considering  the  history  of  these 
regulations,  such  action  would  seem  all  too  easy. 

The  first  set  of  regulations  dealing  with  the  law  was 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  of  June  20,  1974,  almost  a 
year  ago. 

Seminars  concerning  the  proposed  regulations  received  a 
response  of  over  9,000  pieces  of  literature  submitted  to 
HEW. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  response  to  the  regulations, 
HEW  undertook  the  task  of  rewriting  the  regulations,  which 
are  now  being  considered  by  a  congressional  committee.  The 
new  regulations,  scheduled  for  release  on  Jan.  31,  1975, 
reached  Congress  with  President  Ford’s  signature  last  week. 

The  regulations  can  be  vetoed  by  Congress  and  sent  back 
to  HEW  for  further  revision,  can  be  ignored  or  can  be  altered 
by  Congress  where  it  feels  changes  are  necessary. 


According  to  BYU  officials,  any  changes  made  by  Congress 
wEl  be  subject  to  close  legal  scrutiny,  dealing  with  the 
legislative  branch’s  right  to  revise  a  document  prepared  by 
the  executive  branch  of  government.

so,  since  the  law’s  passage  in  1972,  education  officials 
all  over  the  country  have  been  left  uncertain,  wondering 
what  effects  might  be  brought  upon  their  particular 
institutions. 


Preliminary  evidence  shows  that  although  some  areas  may 
be  quite  different,  most  aspects  of  the  regulations  are  not 
changed  significantly  from  the  1974  proposed  regulations. 
The  validity  of  that  evidence  is  not  certain. 


Certainly  the  best  solution  should  be  found  to  solve 
whatever  problems  of  sex  discrimination  have  existed  in 
American  education  in  the  past. 


But  why  should  virtually  every  educational  institution  in 
the  United  States  be  kept  waiting  for  four  years  while  the 
president  and  Congress  wage  a  political  battle  in  Washington, 
and  HEW  sets  down  regulations  so  controversial  and 
unacceptable  that  9,000  comments,  mostly  criticizing  the 
regulations,  are  submitted  from  across  the  nation? 


How  will  the  rules  affect  BYU?  Will  provisions  be  made  to 
insure  some  to  the  rights  of  private  colleges  and  universities, 
such  as  BYU?  What  will  happen  to  college  sports,  especially 
revenue-producing  sports  like  football  and  basketball? 


No  one  can  answer  these  quetions  right  now.  Nor  can 
anyone  calm  the  anxiety  felt  by  educators  nationwide  while 
the  new  regulations  are  being  considered  by  Congress. 


But  the  answers  are  far  too  late  in  coming  and  may  be  even 
later  in  the  sluggish  process  of  the  massive  machine  called

Chastity  prevents  VD 


Editor: 

The  last  few  months  I  have  been  rather 
disturbed  over  the  VD  commercial  that  has 
been  reappearing  on  my  TV  screen.  It’s  not 
that  I  don’t  think  people  should  be  educated 
to  the  dangers  of  VD  or  the  ease  with  which 
it  may  be  spread.  What  does  disturb  me  is 
the  seeming  emphasis  on  its  inevitability— on 
treatment  and  cures.  What  about 
emphasizing  prevention? 

We  advise  sound  ecology  measures  to 
.  prevent  pohution.  We  advise  against  smoking 
to  (help)  prevent  lung  cancer,  emphysema, 
and  heart  disease.  But  where  do  you  ever 
read,  in  a  popular  publication,  “stay  chaste 
to'  prevent  VD?” 

Not  so  many  years  ago,  psychologists 
advised  people  that  a  few  arguments  and 
fights  were  “natural”  and  “healthy”  ways  to 
get  anger  out  of  your  systems  and  to  release 
pent-up  tensions.  Now  these  same 
psychologists  counsel  people  to 
communicate  their  feelings  more  effectively 
before  the  pent-up  backlog  results  in  an 
all-out  fight.  On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the 
psychologists  who  have  revised  their 
thinking  on  anger  seem  to  favor  going  “all 
the  way”  to  gratify  sexual  urges  because  it’s 
“natural”  and  “healthy”  and  “releases' 
pent-up  tensions.” 

Sound  a  little  contradictory?  What  about 
self-control?  We  mature  when  we  learn  to 
control  our  anger.  We  also  mature  when  we 
learn  to  control  our  sexual 
urges— specifically,  when  .we  keep  them  in 
check  till  we’ve  committed  ourselves  in 
marriage  to  a  lifetime  of  sharing,  of  sacrifice, 


of  learning  and  growing  together.  I  believe 
man  is  more  than  the  sum  total  of  his  atoms, 
and  any  attempt  to  misuse  or  misdirect  the 
life-giving  forces  is  tampering  with  the 
fountainhead  of  life. 

Some  of  your  readers  may  not  believe  it, 
but  there  are  plenty  of  girls  who  not  only 
said  “no”  but  who  generally  avoided 
circumstances  where  they’d  have  to  make 
the  choice.  And  what’s  more,  there  are 
plenty  of  guys  who  were  as  chaste  as  these 
girls  were  the  day  they  married  them— and 
who  have  stayed  true  since  their  wedding 
day.  (If  I  wrote  a  list  of  those  I  know 
personally,  it’d  fill  well  over  a  newspaper 
page— and  I  consider  myself  an  average 
young  homemaker  with  an  average  circle  of 
friends.)  These  kids  never  had  to  worry, 
about  getting  contraceptives,  about  unwed 
parenthood,  about  abortion,  or  about  VD.

In  a  time  of  deep  recession  and  inflation, 
dependence  on  relief  fr6m  federal  and  state 
governments  has  reached  an  alarming  high. 

The  national  unemployment  figure  was 
reported  as  9.2  for  the  month  of  May,  and  as 
we  move  into  the  summer  the  outlook  seems 
even  dimmer. 

Even  Utah,  which  has  prided  itself  on 
maintaining  a  low  unemployment  figure, 
reached  eight  per  cent  in  May. 

Fred  Cunningham,  claims  supervisor  for 
Utah  State  Employment,  reported  that  the 
number  of  weekly  claims  has  more  than 
doubled  from  last  year,  reaching  a  high  of 
2,51 1  the  week  of  Msy  24. 

He  said  extended  benefits  of  up  to  13 
weeks,  as  approved  by  Congress,  now  allow 
the  unemployed  person  to  receive  benefits 
anywhere  from  10  to  36  months,  with  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  $93  weekly. 

At  that  rate  of  pay,  many  people  can’t 
afford  to  work. 

In  Utah  County  alone,  there  were  5,882 
people  receiving  assistance  payments  in 
January  of  this  year,  for  medical  aid, 
because  of  poverty  or  other  reasons.  < 

Food  stamps  have  become  big  business, 
and  conceivably  a  family  making  as  much  as 
$16,000  gross  yearly  income  can  qualify. 


AE  one  needs  to  do  is  qualify  with  an 
appropriate  adjusted  net  monthly  income, 
which  is  figured  by  taking  medical,  hardship, 
educational,  child  care,  support  and  shelter 
costs  away  from  the  gross  income. 

In  May,  2,089  open  cases  were  reported  as 
receiving  food  stamps  in  the  form  of 
financial,  medical  or  general  assistance. 

While  the  recession  grew  worse  daily. 
Congress  has  searched  for  an  answer  to 
relief.  All  it  could  muster  up  was  a  bill  of 
$5.3  billion  to  provide  service  jobs  for  the 
unemployed. 

Even  the  Supreme  Court  is  aiding  the 
cause  by  allowing  jobless  parents  to  choose 
now  between  receiving  unemployment  pay 
or  welfare.
